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NEW WORKHOUSE 
DISORDERS AFTER 
RIOT: PRISONER 
LOCKED WN CELL 


Some Refuse to Eat—Dis- 
turbances Laid to Over- 
crowding, Hardened 
Criminals Sent in by 
State Courts.

More disturbances occurred to- 
day at City Workhouse, following 
a 45-minute riot yesterday in which 
most of the 563 prisoners partici- 
pated. Some prisoners smashed 
windows and threw mattresses 
into the yard at 1 a.m. today. 


Fifty prisoners refused to eat 
breakfast this morning, Warden 
Clarence Weismantel reported. 
He,;ordered all prisoners locked 
in their cells and canceled all 
work in the quarry for the day. 

The disturbances today and yes- 
terday were attributed to serious 
overcrowding and confinement in 
the Workhouse of hardened crim- 
inals, instead of first offenders, 
for whom the institution is in- 
tended. 

“Proper capacity” of the insti- , 
tution is 350 men, Weismantel 
said, adding, “not felons either.” 
He continued: “This institution is 
supposed to be for city prisoners, 
violators of city ordinances. When 
the population gets up to 400, it’s 
apt to get out of hand.” 

Regular Visiting Hours Held. 

Regular visiting hours were 
held today from 1 to 2 p.m., after 
the disturbances ended. About 
250 persons, members of pris- 
oners’ families, went to the Work- 
house—the largest number of vis- 
itors on a weekday in several 
years, 

On normal days at the institu- 
tion, prisoners are locked in their 
crowded cells by 3:15 p.m., after 
their “evening meal.” From then 
until 7 a.m., they are kept in 
their cells. Only a skeleton crew 


of guards—five to eight men—is 
on duty from 3:30 p.m. to 7 a.m. 


Maximum Workhouse Sentence. | 
One year is the maximum sen- | 
fence for a Workhouse prisoner, | 
but a few are serving consecutive 
sentences of up to 18 months. 
There are only 11 women pris- 
oners, confined in a separate sec- 
tion and guarded by three ma- 
trons. . 
Estimate of Damage Now $600. 

The additional destruction to- 
day, after windows, lights, dishes 
and other supplies were smashed 
yesterday, brought Weismantel’s 
estimate of total damage to $600. 
Small fires were started in cells 
yestrday by prisoners who ignited 
mattresses, books and papers, but 
these fires were quickly extin- 
guished by guards and policemen. 

Ordinarily, about 300 of the 
prisoners—those in good health 
and not assigned to other tasks— 
work all morning in the quarry 
on the Workhouse grounds at 
4200 South Broadway. Usually 
prisoners are allowed freedom of 
the yard, within the wails, from 
noon, when “dinner” starts, until 
2:30 p.m. when “supper” is 
served. 

But this morning at breakfast, 
. Warden Weismantel related, some 
prisoners shouted they would not 
eat oatmeal. Weismantel replied 
that the cereal was on the menu 
and would be served as planned. 
Some prisoners refused to leave 
their cells. Others went to the 
dining hall but left their food on 
their plates. 

Besides the oatmeal, breakfast 
included three slices of bread and 
coffee with milk and sugar. 

Last night for several hours 
prisoners howled and broke fur- 
niture. They made clubs from the 
broken furniture and used them 
to break the windows. In some 
cells they removed whole panes 
of glass and threw them out win- 
dows and into corridors. 
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U.S. HELICOPTERS 
TO ATTEMPT FIRST 
ATLANTIC CROSSING 


Craft Expected to Be in Air 
40 Hours on Flight to 
Germany. 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP)— 
The first trans-Atlantic flight by 
helicopters will be tried by two 
Air Force “flying windmills” next 
week. 

Plans were announced for two 
helicopters of the Military Air 
Transport Service to make a 4000- 
mile flight from Westover Air 
Force Base, Massachusetts, to 
Wiesbaden, Germany. 

Seven stops are planned en 
route—Presque Isle, Me.; Goose 
Bay, Labrador; Greenland; Ice- 
land; Prestwick, Scotland; Burton 
and Manston, England. ° 
| he helicopters will be deliv- 
ered to the Ninth Air Rescue 
Squadron in Germany. 

The Sikorsky H-19 helicopters, 
with a top speed of just over 100 
miles an hour and a cruising 
speed of about 85, are expected 
to be in the air about 40 hours. 
| With extra fuel tanks, they will 
have a cruising range of about 
1000 miles. The longest hop— 
from Iceland to Scotland—is 817 
miles.

The national defense plank said 
the rearmament program was dis- 
gracefully lagging under Presi- 
dent Truman and called for a com- 
pletely adequate defense force 
with emphasis on air power and 
atomic weapons. On civil rights, 
northerners had the best of it 
with a plank favoring federal ac- 
tion—not defined—to end dis- 
crimination against minorities in 
hiring and firing workers. Such 
action would be restricted to 
states that did nothing. 


The attack was made by Isador 
Lubin, United States delegate on 
the council. He charged Russia 
with “statistical deception ... 
distorting the truth.” 


G. K. Arkadyev, Soviet dele- 
gate, replied there was nothing 
in the rule book to require Russia 
to answer with American-style 
Statistics. He read out the part 
of the MacArthur keynote speech 
at the Republican national -on- 
vention in which MacArthur 
described a railroad telegrapher’s 
take home pay as $14.91 less than 
in 1941. He said MacArthur’s 
keynote statement disputed the 
United States Government reports 
to the U.N.

Civil Rights Cempromise. 

The civil rights plank was 
shaped to bridge north-south dif- 
ferences. The compromise was 
drafted under supervision of Milli- 
kin after a subcommittee under 
Mrs. Mildred Younger could not 
reach agreement and offered two 
conflicting reports. 

Both sides agreed that the new 
plank was not as strong as the 
one in the 1948 piatform. 

Four years ago the Republicans 
favored “enactment and just en- 
forcement of such federal legisla- 
tion as may be necessary” to 
maintain equal opportunity for 
jobs and advancement despite 
differences of “race, religion, col- 
or, @r country of origin.” 

This time the platform prom- 
ises “federal legislation to fur- 
ther just and equitable treatment 
in the area of discriminatory em- 
ployment practices.” 

That is broad, so at the request 
of southerners this was added: 
“Federal action should not dupli-

CONVENTION HALL, Chicago, | 
July 10 (AP) — Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower held the lead today 
in his slambang battle with Sen- 
ator Robert A. Taft for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination. 

Helped by other presidential 
aspirants, Eienhower won two 
vital preliminary victories over 
Taft last night in the seating of 
contested delegates from Georgia 
and Texas. 

By the strength his forces dis- 
played, the general appeared to 
have pulled within striking dis- 
tance of the first presidential 
nomination for a _ professional 
military .man since Ulysses S. 
Grant won the nomination and 
the presidency in 1868. 

The big decision may come to- 
night. Convention managers 
mapped out a schedule which 
left that possibility, and the dele- 
gates who gathered in this big 
arena down by the stockyards for 
the fourth day seemed in a 
mood to get on with the main 
business. 


The session was opened at 
12:46 p.m., 46 minutes late, but 
only a comparative few delegates 
were on hand.. 


Taft Loses Rear-Guard Fight. 


Taft fought a valiant rear guard 
action last night against the seat- 
ing of pro-Eisenhower delegates 
from Georgia and Texas, but he 
lost Georgia by a 607 to 531 vote, 
It was the first time a Republi- 
can national convention had over- 
ruled its Credentials Committee. 
That Taft-dominated group had 
recommended, 29 to 22, the seat- 
ing of a 17-vote delegation solid- 
ly for the Ohioan. 


The 607 votes for Eisenhower's 
forces were 36 more than the 571 
needed to win with Georgia and 
Texas and 13 of 15 Louisiana dele- 
gates excluded from voting be- 
cause of unsettled contests, 

The Eisenhower allies devel- 
oped such power that Taft’s sup- 
porters elected not to undergo a 
roll call on the seating of a Texas 
delegation favoring the general. 
Previously the committee had ap- 
proved a pro-Taft group. 


Shift of Delegates.

CHICAGO, July 10 (AP)—Like 
nature, democracy in the raw is 
seldom mild. 

The democratic process, as the 
Republicans unrolled it last night, 
sent more than 12,000 people 
staggering out of convention hall, 
dizzy, reeling and emotionally 
spent after seven hours of excite- 
ment. They had seen a wild 
melee, a savage spectacle, high 
drama, some unbelievable com- 
edy, and finally a neck-snapping 
surprise. 


The Republicans went at each 
other like tigers—and some of the 
wounds they iteft may be long in 
healing. 

What happened was probably 
inevitable. For weeks, the fang- 
and-claw fight between the Taft 
and Eisenhower camps over those 
delegates from southern states, 
especially Georgia and Texas, had 
been heading for a showdown. 

-Last night, when the hall filled, 
it was obvious that an explosion 
was coming. The air was heavy 
with tension. The people were 
restless and uneasy. The climax, 
as those churning thousands knew, 
was at hand over the delegate 
contests in Texas and Georgia. 


Dirksen Sets Off Explosion. 


It was Senator Everett Dirksen, 
of Illinois, a heavy-bodied man 
with a smooth, persuasive plat- 
form manner, who brought about 
the first great roar. Dirksen was 
defending the Taft faction in 
Georgia. 

He is an effective man in a 
speech, and he was at his best 
last night. He was swaying that 
huge crowd as easily as if he had 
it in a hammock. 

With a dramatic pause, he 
looked down from the speaker's 
platform directly at Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey of New York, said he 
had campaigned for Dewey in 
1944 and 1948 and then let go— 

“Twice he led us down the road 
of defeat.” 

It brought thousands of people 
to their feet, yelling, screaming, 
pop-eyed with excitement, anger 
or approval.

CHICAGO, July 10—Gen. 
Eisenhower js virtually as- 
sured the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination as a result of 
his hard-won victory over Sen- 
ator Taft on the contested del- 
egates issue, in the opinion of 
most neutral observers here at 
the Republican National Con- 
vention, 

_ Eisenhower leaders are so cone- 

fident of victory that they are 
conferring today about their can- 
didate for the Vice Presidential 
nomination. The names at the 
top of their list are Senators 
Richard Nixon and William Know- 
land of California. One reason 
for the top positions of the Cali- 
fornians is that Gov. Warren, 
who has 70 votes from this state 
and six from Wisconsin, is with- 
holding his support from -Eisen- 
hower in the hope that a third 
man might have a chance in a 
deadlock. If Warren would turn 
over to Eisenhower the votes he 
-controls in this block, the Gen- 
eral might be nominated on the 
first ballot. 

Nixon is given a-slight advan- 
tage over Knowland because 
Knowland is up for re-election to 
his Senate seat. Nixon, who was 
elected two years ago could run 
for Vice President and still keep 
his Senate seat if defeated on the 
national ticket. Knowland could 
not run for Vice President and 
for the Senate at the same time. 

Dirksen Incident. 

Until last night the name of 
Senator Everett Dirksen occa- 
sionally bobbed up as Vice Presi- 
dential possibility on either a 
Taft or Eisenhower ticket. He 
appeared to have lost all chance, 
if he ever had any, with the 
Eisenhower people because of his 
untimely personal attack on Gov. 
Dewey of New York during his 
defense of the majority report of 
the Credentials Committee for the 
seating of the Taft delegation 
from Georgia. 

The jammed convention hall 
went mad with cheers and boos 
when the stocky Illinois Senator, 
looking directly at the New York 
delegation said: 

“When Dewey was the candi- 
date in 1944 and 1948, I went into 
23 states and fought for him. Re- 
examine your hearts on this issue 
because we followed you before 
and you took us down the road to 
defeat.” 

As the delegates and spectators 
alike booed at Dewey’s name, the 
New York Governor flushed but 
sat upright by the state standard. 
Never before in a National Con- 
vention has a former presidential 
nominee been booed in such a 
widespread demonstration. Dewey 
must know that he is not popular 
with a great many Republicans 
but such a public insult is some- 
thing a politician never forgets— 
or forgives. And Dewey is one of 
the principal Eisenhower sponsors 
and advisers, He has a long 
memory. 

The fury Dirksen unloosed by 
his personal attack caused some 
persons to wonder whether the 
Taft people would allow him, as 
planned, to put the Ohioan in 
nomination tonight. 

Intense Emotions. 

The pandemonium created by 
Dirksen in calmly spoken words 
was the climax of more than three 
hours of the bitterest wrangling 
in a national convention since two 
factions of Democrats butted 
heads during the Madison Square 
Garden convention in 1924 with 
disastrous results. No Republican 
convention of recent times has 
equalled the intense emotions dis- 
played last night between the Taft 
and Eisenhower supporters. 

By the narrow margin of 76 
votes, the Eisenhower delegation 
from Georgia was seated at mid- 
night in place of the Taft group 
that had won both in the Taft- 
controlled- National Committee 
and the convention’s Credentials 
Committee, The division was 607 
to 531, and was followed by a

Knowland Makes Request. 


H. Glenn Weber of High Ridge, |

Senator William F. Knowland of 
California approached him at last 
night’s riotous convention session, 
in quest of “a few” Missouri votes 
for Warren. 

Knowland, he _ said, declared 
California’s 70-member delegation 
was going to stick by its favorite 
son candidate, and that Warren is 
determined not to give up because 
he still feels that his chances for 
the nomination are good in event 
of an Ejisenhower-Taft deadlock. 
Knowland, a possible candidate 
for Vice President, did not ask 
for support for himself. 

Weber said he called the meet- 
fing to discuss Knowland’s bid for 
Missouri support only as a cour- 
tesy to the Californians, who 
joined the Eisenhower forces in 
dealing a heavy blow to Senator 
Robert A. Taft’s candidacy in the 
fights on the rules and in the 
seating of the contested Georgia 
and Texas delegates. 

The Missouri chairman said he 
personally was opposed to any 
break in the Eisenhower ranks, 
even if it involved only a single 
token vote of thanks. The primary 
objective, he said, is to win the 
nomination for Eisenhower as 
quickly as possible. 

Weber pointed out that there 
are three physicians in the Mis- 
souri delegation who would not 
be inclined to throw support 
Warren’s way because of their 
opposition to the California Gov- 
ernor’s views on public health 
and medical programs. 

Missouri delegates joined in the 
noisy demonstrations which fol- 
lowed the seating of pro-Eisen- 
hower delegates from Georgia and 
Texas. The Missourians voted 21 
to 5 to seat the 13 contested 
Eisenhower supporters from 
Georgia. 

One Who Changed Sides. 

This represented a gain of one 
vote for Taft in the delegation, 
as compared to the 22-to-4 Mis- 
souri vote cast Monday in favor of 
the adoption of the anti-Taft 
“fair play” rules amendment. 

The delegate who changed sides 
was James Fitzgerald of Oregon, 
Mo. A county collector, Fitzgerald 
had backed the anti-Taft rules 
change, although he announced 
before coming to Chicago that he 
intended to vote for the Ohio 
Senator on the first ballot. 

Otherwise, the Missouri vote in 
the Georgia dispute followed the 
previous division. The four Taft 
men from the old First and Tenth 
Congressional districts remained 
loyal to the Ohioan. The rest of 
the Missouri delegates, including 
the six from St. Louis and St. 
Louis county, continued to like 
Ike. 

Weber, an attorney, took over 
yesterday as one of Eisenhower's 
floor managers. In his new job, 
the Jefferson county magistrate 
has charge of the Eisenhower 
forces in the Missouri, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Iowa and Oklahoma 
delegations.

the cellblocks and the prisoners 
choked and coughed. 

A prisoner would call out in the 
darkness: “Are we going to eat 
oats tomorrow?”

“It was just like a college cheer- | 
ing section,” one of the prison- 
ers remarked. 

Another prisoner yelled: “Are 
we going to work in that quarry 
tomorrow?” And the others chor- 
used: “No, no.” 

Under the watchful eyes of 20 
police officers, headed by Assist- 
ant Chief Joseph Casey, the pris- 
oners marched to lunch today in 
groups of 75. By then there was 
no more yelling or cheering. 

“There’s no more reason for a 
riot now than there was when I 
first came here seven years ago,” 
Weismantel said. ““‘We feed them 
substantial food. We don’t gorge 
them, but they all gain weight. 
We serve meat often—five- or six- 
ounce portions. They get coffee 
twice a day and beans with pork 
three times a week.” 

In the so-called “‘new house,” 
a penitentiary-type building on 
the north side of the institution, 
there are 52, four-man cells on 
two floors. Negroes are confined 
in this building, erected in 1914. 

Each cell is seven by seven feet 
and has an eight-foot ceiling. Be- 
sides twa _ folding, shelf-type 
bunks on either side of the cell, 
there is a toilet and wash bowl. 
Weismantel said these cells 
should contain only “one, two or 
three men but not four.” 

In the “old house,” erected in 
1859 as a monastery, on the south 
side of the yard, there are 41 
eight-man cells; four, four-man’ 
cells and one 28-man cell. Thick 
stone walls of this building were 
later covered with concrete. 

The eight-man cells are nine by 
18 feet and have a 914-foot ceil- 
ing. They contain four sets of

The prisoners were rioting by 
then and they ran from the dining 
hall to the yard.” 

“For about 45 minutes,” War- 
den Weismantel related, ‘‘the 
prisoners were out of hand. I 
laughed at them but I ordered 
the guards to stand by the wall in 
case they tried to rush it.” 
Prisoners Ordered Back to Cells. 

The police officers—armed with 
pistols, riot sticks and tear gas 
bombs and guns—lined up on the 
west side of the yard facing the 
mob. Chief Guard William Boe- 
ger, using a loud-speaker, ordered: 
“Get back to your cells!” 

After the prisoners were all 
back in their cells, McKenna told 
the warden to give the men an- 
other meai. It was decided to 
feed the prisoners in groups of 
50, with police remaining on hand. 
They ate hamburger, string beans, 
two baked potatoes, three or four 
slices of bread, beets and water.

NCE again the Taft people 
0 have succeeded. They have 
succeeded in snatching de- 
feat out of the jaws of victory. 

It’s an old Taft trick. Papa Bill 
Taft began it in 1912 and Son 
Bob has been carrying on, off and 
on, ever since. Between them, 
they have succeeded in subordi- 
nating success more than any 
other American dynasty. (The 
Tafts, between them, father and 
son, will go down in history as 
having run more times for the 
White House than even the great 
William Jennings Bryan, who fin- 
ished out of the money three 
times.) 

The Taft story, which is a mod- 
ern improved-on Horatio Alger 
success story, from “Riches to 
Riches,” has its tragic overtones 
—the story of a boy who grew up 
in the White House and wanted 
to follow his father there but 
never received a cordial invita- 
tion. 

The Taft story began with a 
pistol shot. 

A President named William 
McKinley was assassinated and 
his Vice President named Theo- 
dore Roosevelt took over, and 
was elected for another four 
years. 

At that time there was a tra- 
dition, or prejudice, against any 
President seeking a third term, 
which Teddy interpreted to mean 
three consecutive terms. So Teddy 
stepped down for four years and 
installed his stooge, William How- 


'ard Taft, in the White House. 


T developed, the political prim- 
| ers say, that big, bluff, hearty 

Bill Taft refused to be a stooge 
and wanted a second term. So 
Teddy Roosevelt forgot about 
Africa game hunting and went 
out aiming for Taft venison and 
Bull Moose advantage. 

The result was that Taft fin- 
ished a poor third, Teddy ran 
second, and a Princeton professor 
named Wilson became President 
of the U.S.A. 


After he vacated 1600 Pennsyl- 
vania avenue early in 1913, Billy 
Taft never ran for, was “draft- 
ed,” or elected or defeated for 
the White House. He had had 
enough of it, and he filled out 
his honorable public career as 
Chief Justice of the United States 
by appointment of Warren: G. 
Harding. 

Trying to outdo his father, im- 
possible in the first place, Rob- 
ert Alphonso Taft first has been 
a candidate for the White House 
in 1936, 1940, 1948 and 1952. He 


has promised, or threatened, that 
he will not run again in 1956, 
1960, etc. 

The promise and the threat 
have not worked out as of this 
date. The delegates are waxing 
indifferent. 

Bob Taft has been extolled for 
his honesty and no one doubts 
that. 


Taft has been praised for his 
brilliance. A lot of people are 
doubting that. After all, how 
many times can a man run for 
President and fail to set the 
grassroots on fire? 

William Jennings Bryan was 
praised both for his honesty and 
his brilliance. And yet he was 
always the bridesmaid, never the 
bride. 

On that level of comparison, it 
might be said today that Robert 
Alphonso Taft is more trium- 
phant than W. J. Bryan. 

How often can you be defeated 
for the White House?

Once again, Taft has run a 
good race. But was it good 
enough? 


T COULD be that Robert Al- 

phonso Taft should have listened 

more carefully to his favorite 
President of the United States, 
William Howard Taft. As to this, 
nobody can say with certainty. 
‘But if a son wants to run for 
the White House, maybe his fa- 
ther, who was once quartered 
there, could give him a few point- 
ers. 

In the long history of the Unit- 
ed States, several families have 
been ambitious to reproduce their 
names — Adams, 
Roosevelt—at the most desirable 
residence in the land, rent-free 
and now with some income-tax 
exemptions. 

Although all Americans are 
born with the privilege of being 
elected to the presidential palace, 
the privilege has eluded most of 
them because they lacked either 
the ambition or the technique. 
Even sons of Presidents (not 
meaning Bob Taft in particular) 
have missed the bus. 

The classic case probably was 
that of Martin Van Buren, eighth 
President of the nation, who 
wrote his playful son John “On 
How to Become President” when 
his turn came up. 

Instead of speaking often I 
would speak but seldom. I would 
only attend the meetings at Tam- 
many on great occasions when 
great questions are in agitation. 
These I would study deeply and 
throw lights upon the subject not 
accessible to others; these I would 
utter in a sober statesmanlike 
way, dealing only in wit and mer- 
riment making flashes as much as 
will suffice when given in small 
doses for the groundings. I 
would not forget or neglect them 
(the groundings), but I would 
make their gratification a second- 
ary object. 

“Farther than this I would not 
meddle with politics. I would 
continue, as you have already be- 
gun, to have nothing to do with 
appointments. I would attend no 
conventions and enter into no in- 
trigues about nominations and 
discuss as little as possible the 
character and pretensions of my 
contemporaries, political or pro- 
fessional.”

CHICAGO, July 10 (UP)—Sen- 


ator Robert A. Taft declared him- 
self still in the fight for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination 


today. 

_Fighting to dispel gloom among 
his supporters, he huddled with 
about 40 of his state leaders in 
a strategy meeting. He also con- 
ferred .with Senator Everett 
Dirksen of Illinois and Repre- 
sentative. Howard Buffett of Ne- 
braska, and talked to the New 
Mexico delegation, Senator H. 
Alexander Smith of New Jersey 
and Harold E. Stassen who holds 
24 Minnesota delegates. 

Taft said he still expects to 
win the nomination “on an early 
ballot” despite the defeat he suf- 
fered at.the hands of Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower’s”’ supporters and 
allied blocs last night when the 
convention overturned a decision 
of its credentials committee and 
seated pro-Eisenhower Georgia 
and Texas delegations. 

In a statement at 2:30 a.m. 
Taft noted that 35 delegates who 
voted against him in a contest 
over convention rules last Mon- 
day had voted for his side last 
night. 

“A number of those who voted 
to seat the Georgia delegation 
have assured me they will vote 
for me on the (nominating) roll 
call and assure a further increase 
on the first ballot,” he said. 

“The arbitrary political action 
of the convention in reversing its 
own credentials committee, which 
heard the evidence, has resulted 
in a net loss to me of 45 votes. 
But in spite of this loss, I expect 
+ be nominated on an early bal- 
ot.” 

(Taft has a handful of votes in 
the Eisenhower delegations from 
Texas and Georgia, but in refer- 
ring to a loss of 45, he apparently 
included the Louisiana delegates 
on which the credentials commit- 
tee ruled against him.) 

David S. Ingalls, Taft’s cam- 
paign manager, charged that Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey of New. York 
is “dictating” to Eisenhower’s 
campaign forces and asserted the 
general has “slipped appreciably” 
since last night. He predicted Taft 
would receive over 500 votes 
“without any question” on the 
first ballot, but declined to say 
whether this vote would exceed 
Eisenhower's. 

Even if the Taft forces can 
hold the 531 votes they mustered 
last night, they will need to pick 
up 73 others somewhere to win 
the nomination.

Steamroller Junked. 

Only a complete reversal of the 
current trend toward Eisenhower 
could give Taft an even chance 
for the nomination.

The initial jolt, which threw his

This reversed a ruiing by Elihu 
Root, as temporary chairman of 
the 1912 convention, that enabled 
William Howard Taft, the Sen- 
ator’s father, to get the needed 
support from similar Southern 
delegations to win him the presi- 
dential nomination over former 
President Theodore Roosevelt. 
The Root ruling was that con- 
tested delegations, temporarily 
seated by the National Commit- 
tee, could. vote on all contests 
except their own.

Hoover Was No Help.

Hoover’s personal indorsement 
of the Senator yesterday did not 
seem to have any effect on the 
delegates. Taft’s retreats and his 
reversals have impressed the dele- 
gates, who, like all politicians, 
want a winner. The voting last 
night showed that the steamroller, 
so efficient in the National Com- 
mittee organization, does not 
have the popular drawing power 
of Eisenhower’s bandwagon.

Now, every seat is fought over 
as is it were a uranium deposit. 

Yet George Etimpson in his 
book, “A Look About American 
Politics,” says that originally 
states far distant from conven- 
tion sites had trouble finding 
anyone who would go at all. 

In 1860, Oregon named Horace 
Greeley, the New York editor, to 
head its delegation to the G.O.P. 
convention here which nominated 
Abraham Lincoln. 

Back in 1832, when the Demo- 
crats were meeting in Baltimore, 
nobody from Tennessee showed 
up at all. A fellow named 
Rucker, who lived in Tennessee 
but just happened to be in Balti- 
more, cast all his state’s votes. 


This impartial poll itself will 
probably have its effect on the 
wavering delegates. Reports per- 
sist that the “seepage” of his 
strength is still going on. Some- 
thing might change the trend be- 
tween now and the actual ballot- 
ing but that something is not in 
sight today.

Amount Is Five Billion Less Than President :

President Truman signed into law 
today a bill providing $46,610,- 
938,912 for the nation’s military 
build-up in the year that ends 
next June 30. The measure sup- | 
plies the money to increase this | 


country’s Air Force to 143 wings 
by mid-1955. 

The total sum given the De- 
fense Department was about five 
billions less than the President 
had asked for. He told Congress 
the Defense Department would 
need nearly $51,500,000,000 as a 
bare minimum for its “stretch- 
out” preparedness program.

Supply Division Set Up 
So Van Fleet Can Con- 
centrate on Combat 
Job in Korea.

SEOUL, July 10 (UP).— Gen. | 


James A. Van Fleet was ordered 
today to give up all his routine 
duties and concentrate on his 
most important job—fighting the 
Korean war. 

In a major streamlining of his 
United Nations Command, Gen. 
Mark W. Clark announced crea- 
tion of a “communications zone” 
command in Korea to take over 
a multitude of jobs formerly held 
by Van Fleet. 


Clark announced from his To- 
kyo headquarters that the reor- 
ganization “will permit Gen. Van 
Flee* to give his full time and 
attention to the vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the United Nations mili- 
|tary effort against Communist ag- 
gression in Korea.” 

The new command will include 
all Korean territory south of the 
combat zone. Headed by Maj. 
Gen. Thomas W. Herren of Dade- 
ville, Ala., it will operate and 
defend supply, evacuation, trans- 


portation, service and other agen- 
cies supporting the fighting units. |

It was the second defeat in two 
days for Allied foot soldiers. Yes- 
terday, Chinese Reds won a hill 
from U.N. forees on the eastern 
front. 

In the west, tank-supported 
U.N. infantrymen attacked “Dag- 
mar” hill northwest of Chorwon 
for two hours, then retired. 

Eighth Army headquarters an- 
nounced the First Marine Divi- 
sion is in action on the western 
anchor of the Korean front, in- 
cluding the truce site at Panmun- 
jom. The Leathernecks formerly 
were on the eastern front, around 
the “Punchbowl” area. 

The Marines made a heavy at- 
tack three days ago against 
deeply dug-in Chinese, two or 
three miles southeast of Panmun- 
jom. They reported the Chinese 
had burrowed bunkers out of 
sheer rock.

MUNSAN, Korea, July 10 (AP) 
—Truce negotiators began their 
second year of meetings today— 
closer to a Korean armistice than 
a year ago, but still offering no 
hint of early success. 

“Today is just another day,” 


‘said Brig. Gen. William P. Nuck- 


ols, United Nations spokesman, 
after a 40-minute secret session 
at Panmunjom. 

It was the seventh session un- 
der a news blackout agreed to by 
both sides in an effort to resolve 
the final issue blocking an arml- 
stice—prisoner exchange. Anoth- 
er was set for tomorrow. 

Businesslike Atmosphere. 


Nuckols would not say what 
progress, if any, was being made. 
But he did say the atmosphere 
was businesslike, unlike some of 
the angry sessions before the se- 
cret meetings began. 

Asked for comment on the an- 
niversary of the talks, Nuckols 
said it was obvious the negotia- 
tors are closer to a truce than 
a year ago, “because tentative 
agreement has been reached on 
the majority of the terms of an 
armistice.”

The document promised that 
Republicans will seek “an honor- 
able just peace” that would even 
bring hope to those now im- 
prisoned under Communist domi- 
nation. It accused the Democratic 
administration of following an 
“Asia last” policy at a time when 
Communist Russia was pursuing 
an “Asia first” policy. 

“We dedicate ourselves to wage 
peace and to win it,” the plank 
read. Both the 1948 and 1952 
platforms indorse the United Na- 
tions and collective security ar- 
rangements with freedom-loving 
countries. Both spurn appease- 
ment and indorse “self-help” 
types of assistance to other peace- 
loving nations. The 1948 plank 
gave stronger indorsement to 
economic aid programs than this 
year’s. 

As part of its international fla- 
vor, regarded as a concession to 
Eisenhower, this year’s plank 
pledges continued support of com- 
mitments made, of mutual secur- 
ity programs, and the foreign aid 
to make them effective. It also 
promises equal importance for the 
Far East and the West in foreign 
policy—a favorite Taft idea. 


It said foreign aid programs can 
and should be conducted more 
economically lest the United 
States “bankrupt” itself trying to 
bolster its allies. 


Air Power for Defense. 


On national defense, the G.O.P. 
platform promised a quick build- 
up to “completely adequate air 
power,” something Senator Taft 
has stressed. 


Then it balanced this, probably 
at suggestions from the Eisen- 
hower camp, with a pledge for 
“simultaneous readiness of co- 
ordinated air, land and sea lanes, 
with all the necessary installa. 
tions, bases, supplies and muni- 
tions, including atomic energy 
weapons,” 

Corruption in Government. 

All through the unusually long 
platform, the Republicans prom- 
ised to clean house in goverriment, 
cut costs and reduce waste, over- 
lapping and bureaucracy. 

But the really bristling words 
came in the section titled “cor- 
ruption.” 


“The present Administration’s 
sordid record of corruption has 
shocked and sickened the Ameri- 
can people,” it began. “Its leaders 
have forfeited any right to public 
faith by the way they transact 
the Government’s business.” 

The platform said Republicans 
have exposed instances of “fraud, 
bribery, graft, favoritism and in- 
fluence peddling” in the present 
Administration. 


“There have been disclosures of 


ent Government and underworld 
characters,” it said, and it pro- 
tested a “double standard” in en- 
forcing tax laws. 


“Political favorites including 
even some gangsters and crooks” 
were treated leniently, the draft 
said, while honest taxpayers were 
— over minor discrepan- 
cies. 


Then it listed many of the scan- 
dals that have been exposed by 
congressional investigations and 
charged the Administration with 
failing to clean house. 


“The Republican party pledges 
to put an end to corruption,” the 
document said, “to oust the crooks 
and grafters, to administer tax 
laws fairly and impartially and to 
restore honest government to the 
people.” 

Another special plank on Com- 
munism said the Democrats had 
“permitted Communists and their 
.|fellow travelers to serve in many 
key agencies and to infiltrate our 
American life.” 


‘Red Herring’ Cry False. 


When Republicans protested 
and exposed these Communists, 
the platform said, the Administra- 
tion “raised the false cry of ‘red 
herring’ and took other measures 
to block and discredit investiga- 
tions.” 

The platform said the adminis- 
tration’s softness on Communism 
resulted in “the needless sacrifice 
of American lives, a crushing cost 
in dollars for defense, possession 
by Russia of the atomic bomb, 
the lowering of the Iron Curtain, 
and the present threats to world 
peace.” 
°" “There are no Communists in 
the Republican party,” the plat- 
form stated. “We

Balanced Budget Promised. 


The G.O.P. also promised to 
do away with “injurious wage 
and price. controls” and to bal- 
ance the budget so that “a gen- 
eral tax reduction can be made.” 

The platform hit hard at “fed- 
eral compulsory health insur- 
ance,” as often urged by Presi- 
dent Truman, saying it involved 
“crushing cost, wasteful ineffi- 
ciency, bureaucratic deadweight 
and debased standards of medical 
care.”

Education Up To States. 


On education, it said respon- 
sibility has and should rest “upon ° 
the local communities and the 
states.” 

It pledged “immediate state- 
hood” for Hawaii and the same 
for Alaska. “Eventual statehood” 
was listed for Puerto Rico. 

Taking note of many protests 
about curtailed mail deliveries, 
the Republicans promised “a 
more efficient and frequent mail 
delivery service.” 

One of the briefest planks 
dealt with “censorship” this way: 
“We pledge not to infringe by 
censorship or gag order the right 
of a free people to know what 
their government is doing.”

The other free nations will keep 
their fingers crossed, however. 
More than even the most reassur- 
ing generalities of a platform will 
be required to overcome the 
world’s deep-seated fears that the ' 
G.O.P. is the “Asia First” party | 
the “go it alone” party and the 
party that wants to force the issue 
with the Communists on _ the 
~ mainland of China. 

Hinges on Nominee. 

Only one thing can overcome 
these apprehensions—nomination - 
by the Republicans of a candidate 
the world thinks believes in essen- 
tially the same foreign policy that 
on United States is now pursu- 
ng. 

Pending the choice of a nomi- 
nee, the “declaration of intent” 
in the foreign policy plank will 
afford America’s friends and al- 
lie: only meager comfort at best. 
Several passages in the plank 
will, indeed, serve to keep some 
of the free world’s worst fears 
about the G.O.P. alive. . 

Thus the plank bitterly con- 
demns much if not most of “Dem- 
ocratic” world policy, which 
clearly seems to imnly that the 
Republicans favor a quite differ- 
ent course of action, and this is 
precisely what the world is afraid 
of. 

The plank further assails what 
it calls the Administration’s 


and allies have thought the G.O.P. 


The G.O.P. plank also sneers 
at “ignominious bartering” in the 
Korean truce talks, yet another 
alarming turn of phrase in the 
outside world. Does it mean that 
the Republicans would break off 
the negotiations? The world will 
suspect that this is a not unrea- 
sonable interpretation of this 
part of the plank, and its anxie- 
ties will be increased. 


Fear of Shift to Asia. 


The plank encourages fears that 
the G.O.P. wants to shift the 
major emphasis of American poli- 
cy from Europe to Asia, moreover. 
It calls the present American 
course of action an “Asia Last” 
policy, and it says that “we shall 
end neglect of the Far East.” 


Finally, the G.O.P. plank sug- 


gests that the other free nations 


are not doing their share in the 
world struggle against Commu- 
nism, it calls for a drastic reduc- 
tion in foreign aid and it hints 
at a partiality for a protective 
tariff policy. 


“We shall seek real meaning 
and value for our regional securi- 
ty treaties, which implies that all 
parties shall contribute their loyal 
support and fair share,” the plank 
declares. 

“We shall always measure our 
foreign commitments so that they 
can be borne without endangering 
the economic health or sound fi- 
nances of the United States,” it 
adds. “Sums available by this test, 
if competently used, will be more 
effective than vastly larger sums 
incompetently spent for vague and 
endless purposes... . 


“We favor the expansion of mu-| hower. 


“hampering orders” in Korea— 
that is, the order forbidding the 
carrying of the Korean conflict 
to the mainland of China as Gen.

The soundness of the Senator’s judgment 
has never been better demonstrated than in the state of New York.

Senator James Duff, who 
was John Fine’s friend and is 
now his enemy, was almost the 
first man on the firing line for 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
Normally, that would entitle Sen- 
ator Duff to a gregt influence 
over federal appointments in 
Pennsylvania, which Senators 
conventionally possess in any 
case. 


Fine Keeps Power. 


Gov. Fine is a man who wants, 
above all, to rule in his own 
bailiwick. The influence of Sen- 
ator Duff, which is already con- 
siderable, would obviously be re- 
inforced by control of Pennsyl- 
vania appointments. It was there- 
fore am urgent problem to ac- 
commodate Duff and Fine.

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Memo to the Aldermen 

An important and significant event has oc- 

curred in the campaign to reduce the number 
of cavities in the teeth of St. Louis children. Dr. 
James R. Amos, director of the Missouri division 
of health, has indorsed the principle of fluorida- 
tion of community water supplies. That makes it 
all but unanimous. 
Dr. Amos joins a select company. It includes 
the city’s: health commissioner, Dr. J. Earl 
Smith, the local medical and dental groups, the 
deans of the medical and dental schools of our 
two universities, the United States Public Health 
Service, and those in the 300 American commu- 
nities now drinking fluoridated water. 

Dr. Smith’ has said that fluoridation is the 
best buy of the twentieth century, and now asks: 
“What are we waiting for?” The answer is up 
to the Board of Aldermen. When it gets down 
to business after the Aug. 5 primary, the pend- 
ing bill to bring fluoridated water to the chil- 
dren of St. Louisans should have high priority. 
The sooner the legislative machinery can be set 
in motion, the sooner our children will begin to 
reap a benefit. 
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Tolls on the St. Lawrence 

One of the ways in which exclusively Cana- 
dian operation of the projected St. Lawrence 
waterway can operate to the disadvantage of the 
United States is now coming to light. Canada 
must charge its own and American shippers the 
same tolls for movement of the same types of 
freight over the waterway, but there is nothing 
to prevent it from favoring classes of freight 
moved largely by Canadian shippers, at the ex- 
pense of classes of freight moved largely by 


‘American shippers. A low toll might be placed 


on wheat, for example, and a high toll on motor 
cars. This would work to the disadvantage of 
the American automobile industry. 


The Mountain West has had an exceptional . 


opportunity to see how the power to establish 
railroad freight rates becomes the power to 
stimulate or retard the economic development 
of an entire region. So has the South. Both 


» these regions have been held back for the bene- 


fit of the East by freight-rate structures that do 
pretty much what could be done on the St. Law- 
rence seaway. 
- Canada is a great and good friend of the 
United States. With the. best will in the world, 
it should not bear sole responsibility for estab- 
lishing water freight rates on the St. Lawrence 
seaway, nor should it bear sole responsibility for 
building the seaway. And if it does, who could 
reasonably expect it to resolve doubts in favor 
of American shippers at the expense of Cana- 
dian? 

If American shippers do not wish to see them- 


selves placed at a disadvantage in using this 
fourth coast along their northern border, the 
best way to prevent it is to persuade their Con- 
gressmen now to listen to the President and 
join Canada while there is still the opportunitv. 
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The Gerrymander Wins 

Missouri voters got the best of a bad bargain, 
and nothing more, in the State Supreme Court 
decision on congressional! redistricting. The State 
must elect its 11 Congressmen from 11 districts 
instead of at large. 

Either way there was a prospect of misrepre- 
sentation. The redistricting act passed by Demo- 
cratic legislators is an awkward gerrymander. 
It is intended to assure the Democrats ‘‘safe” 
districts and leave the Republicans with crumbs, 
It short-changes urban voters. ; 

Yet if this is bad, an election at-large might 
have been worse: The 1932 results prove that. 
Twenty years ago Missourians had to pick their 
congressional nominees from 85 candidates. This 
was made to order for Boss Tom Pendergast 
who traded with his machine votes, played on 
the confusion of the voters and nominated and 
elected an entire congressional slate. ° 

This year again political factions are reaching 
for power. The Callanan combine in St. Louis 
has designs on the state govérnment. A free-for- 
all election at-large would have been a monu- 
mental gift to any machine. Fortunately the Su- 
preme Court’s order avoids this possibility. 

So the Republicans, who fought to stop the 
gerrymander with a referendum, lost their strug- 
gle. They can only blame themselves. For the 
G.O.P. state leadership had time to get signa- 
tures on referendum petitions. There was no 
reason to think they might fai]. Yet they did. 

They not only failed, but in two districts, as a 
Post-Dispatch inquiry revealed, the petitions ap- 
peared irregular. On them were names of per- 
sons who said they never saw the petitions, and 
of others who did. not even reside in the dis- 
tricts. And forging referendum petitions is a 
crime. : 

Circuit Judge Robert L. Aronson has urged a 
grand jury investigation of this evidence. It 
cannot be overlooked. The way Missouri will 
nominate and elect its Congressmen this year 
has been determined, but the fraud issue is a 
remaining order of business. 
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The Pause That Hits the Spot 


Overshadowed by the struggle among candi- 
dates for the presidential nomination at Chicago 
is an equally furious struggle between two can- 
didates for convention thirst-quencher. One is 
Coca-Cola, known for producing the pause that 
refreshes. The other is Pepsi-Cola, renowned 
for hitting the spot. The conflict between these 
two bottled giants, says The New York Times’ 
Gladwin Hill, “may echo down the annals of 
American enterprise long after the names of all 
but the successful candidate have vanished into 
the mists of history.” 

Coca enjoys the advantage of being the chosen 
instrument at International Amphitheater, de- 
spite, Mr. Hill reports, recent “‘negotiations ex- 
tending into rather high Illinois political cir- 
cles.” Pepsi, therefore, has moved into the Con- 
rad Hilton Hotel with 35 ice box dispensers, 22 
service men and 18 air line hostesses working in 
two shifts, and is giving away daily 10,000 bot- 
tles of the stuff, together with 2000 ballpoint 
pens and 500 cigarette lighters. 

Who will the nominee of the convention be? 
Will it be P. Cola? Or will it be C. Cola? History 
is not only being made, it is also being swal- 
lowed and smacked over in the far expanses of 
the International Amphitheatre and the world’s 
largest hotel. At the moment the outcome trem- 
bles in doubt. It is not known to which side a 
majority of the delegates is pledged. We got to 
wait till they count the empties.

Making Trouble for Itself 


The St. Louis School Board’s seven-member 
majority has given the people another impres- 
sive demonstration of its ability—even willing- 
ness—to impair public confidence in the con- 
duct of the school system. The majority’s stands 
in the untidy Rhodes case and on the new budg- 
et are two steps in that direction. 

Disclosures concerning School Building Com- 
missioner V. Harry Rhodes were, we believe, 
sufficient to destroy his usefulness to the board. 
Mr. Rhodes employed a school contractor and 
used school employes, some working without 
pay, in construction of his $42,000 home. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Rhodes has now been reap- 
pointed to another four-year term at $11,000 a 
year. In effect, Mr. Rhodes has received a vote 
of confidence even though the board is making 
motions toward adopting new rules to bar the 
very practices he engaged in. What a way to 
conduct public business! 

The school budget is another case in point. 
It includes an item of $450,000 for wage in- 
creases to 1200 non-teaching employes, a boost 
that will enable some private secretaries to earn 
more than some teachers, and some custodians 
more than teachers with eight years’ experience. 

The significance of such financial irresponsi- 
bility will not be lost on the voters when they 
are asked for higher taxes next spring. A little 
over a year ago, the people voted a 12-cent tax 
rise for higher salaries to teachers and a retire- 
ment for all employes, Nothing was said about 
higher salaries for any group except the teach- 
ers, who were patently underpaid. 

At the time, the board promised extreme cau- 
tion in financial matters. But that promise has 
been ignored. Authority to levy the 12-cent addi- 
tional tax will expire next spring. And all signs 
indicate that the board will be forced to go to 
the people for permission not only to renew it, 
but to double it. Obviously the board will need 
public support and public confidence then, and 
should be earning it now. Is this the way to do 
that?

NEW SALEM, Il. 

When Lincoln was tending store; and 
studying in New Salem in his twenties, no 
one imagined that only 30 years later he 
would be leader of the nation. He hardly 
seemed like a man of destiny then. And 
naturally no one foresaw then that in 
1952 his six years in New Salem would be 
recreated in a chronicle play acted on the 
same hill. 

The play is Kermit Hunter’s “Forever 
This Land,” which began its second sea- 
son in Kelso Hollow 
before an audience 
greeted by Gov. Ad- 
lai Stevenson, who 
had motored over 
from Springfield, 18 
miles away.

Land” is one of the |; 
outdoor historical 
dramas that derive 
from Paul Green’s 
“Lost Colony,” still 
the summer event 
of Manteo, N.C. 


Mr. Hunter, au- 
thor not only of the 
Lincoln play but of “Unto These Hills” 
and “Horn in the West” in North Carolina, 
is one of Mr. Green’s group; and William 
Macllwinen, the director, is another. 


Mr. Green’s pioneering works in this 
field have become an enduring contribu- 
tion to the culture of the East. And Mr. 
Hunter’s dramatization of formative years 
in Lincoln’s life is one of the best of the 
series, 


Heart of Lincoln Country 


It is acted among tall, flourishing trees 
on ground that Lincoln must have been 
familiar with. . Kelso Hollow is only a 
stone’s throw from the street of New 
Salem village, now. reconstructed and 
maintained as a state park. 


This is the heart of the Lincoln country. 


He is buried in Springfield: his house in 


Springfield—the only one he ever owned 
—preserves his tastes and ways of living, 
and the cement highway from Springfield 
to New Salem follows the road he used. 


Lincoln traditions are a living influence 
in this neighborhood, where many people 
are descendants of pioneers who knew 
Lincoln in the period from 1831 to 1837 
or later in Springfield. 


No doubt there is a special dedication 
about a chronicle play acted in its own en- 
vironment. But Mr. Hunter’s play has vi- 
tality and artistic integrity of its own. 
Through the mediums of a narrator and 
subordinate scenes, it begins the history 
of the region as early as 1804, putting the 
story in perspective against the develop- 


ment of America as a whole. Most of it is . 


——— 


devoted to the raw, blundering, bustling 
life of New Salem, which was an ambi- 
tious village in those days. 

Lincoln is only one of the. villagers— 
gangling, uneducated and apparently shirt- 
less, but good-humored and, in times of 
crisis, invariably high-principled. 

“Forever This Land” does not idolize 
him; it does not even concentrate much on 
his character and agtivities until well on 
into the evening. Written with taste and 
reticence, it shows how his character art- 
lessly develops against the homely affairs 
of a log-house village and amid the in- 
choate philosophy of pioneers who had 
varying notions about the future of 
America. 

Springfield and New Salem are placed 
where people believe in the Ann Rutledge 
legend. The finest scene in the play is 
between Lincoln, Ann’s father and Peter 
Cartwright after Ann’s death. For this 
is the scene in which Mr. Hunter writes 
like a creative artist about ideas, faith and 
the perplexities of simple people confront- 
ed with something they cannot understand. 


Folk Ways of Pioneers 


The part of Lincoln is played modestly 
and honestly by Harlington Wood Jr., a 
tall loose-jointed young lawyer in Spring- 
field, who lives in Petersburg. two miles 
from New Salem. He seems to be using 
his voice unnaturally, striving after an ef- 
fect that he does not entirely achieve. 
But according to historians in the neigh- 
borhood, his manner, his height, his weight 
and his appearance are remarkably authen- 
tic for the. part; and his performance 
solves happily the greatest problem in a 
Lincoln play. The many other parts are 
played by young people from the region or 
from college drama classes in colleges of 
Illinois and the Middle West. 


The performance includes some excel- 
lent chorus singing and some livelyefolk 
dancing in the tradition of the period. In 
designing the costumes, Dr. Fairfax Walk- 
up has discovered plenty of color and 
gaiety in the dress of pioneering people. 
In the center of the long, curved stage, 
Richard Wack has constructed a village 
street of log houses both useful and attrac- 
tive, and Franklin Grill has animated it 
with lighting that is beautiful. 


Under the supervision of Samuel Selden, 
also one of Pau] Green’s colleagues, Mr. 
MaclIliwinen has staged a wide, fluent per- 
formance that yields a single impression of 
truth and vitality. . 

“Forever This Land” is a memorable 
work—high-minded and illuminating all 
the way through, and exalting in its most 
vivid scene when Mr. Hunter lets himself 
go as a writer. 

New Salem is a rich part of the Ameri- 
can tradition, and “Forever This Land” 
is a valuable piece of Americana.

My husband and I were in Japan when 
we first heard in 1946 of the appointment 
of an American Quaker woman, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Gray Vining, as English tutor to 
Crown Prince Akihito. 


The appointment of Mrs. Vining grew 
out of a reception given by the Emperor 
for Dr. George D. Stoddard, head of the 
Educational Mission which came to Japan 
in 1946 at the request of Gen. MacArthur. 
At this reception the Emperor proposed 
to Dr. Stoddard the appointment of an 
American tutor to the Crown Prince. The 
proposal was made at the Emperor’s initi- 
ative without. consulting members of his 
staff, an unprecedented action in a court 
dominated by tradition and protocol. The 
Emperor’s action was widely interpreted as 
symbolizing the change in the position of 
the Crown in Japan—that the Emperor, 
like other fathers, was seeking to do what 
seemed best for his son in a changed 

Japan, On the day 
following the recep- 
tion, Court officials 
called on Dr. Stod- 
dard and asked him 
to find a _ suitable 
candidate for the ap- 
pointment. Mrs. Vin- 
ing was offered the 
post, and after much 
personal soul search- 
ing accepted.

Elizabeth Vining be. Mrs. Vining com- 
bines the skill of the professional writer 
with the penetrating insights of a great 
personality. She tells with warmth and in- 
terest the experiences of an American 
woman in adapting not dnly to the foreign 
life of war-torn Japan, but also to the tra- 
ditional ways of an Imperial Court which 
for thousands of years has symbolized Ja- 
pan. Initially, for example, Mrs. Vining 
was not permitted to be alone with her 
pupil—a court functionary was always 
present.- But little by little, before Mrs. 
Vining’s patience and unobtrusive tact the 
difficulties of the Court melted away. 


Among the many episodes of particular 
interest to me was one which occurred 
after Prince Akihito had 
what fluent in English. Mrs. Vining took 
her little “Jimmie” to meet General Mac- 
Arthur. (“Jimmie” was the name Mrs. Vin- 
ing gave to the Crown Prince. As part of 
her English teaching technique she gave 
her pupils American first names. Since 
members of the Royalty had never been 
called by their first/names by other than 
intimate social equals, the use of “Jim- 
mie” represented a departure from tradi- 
tion.) The di ished American soldier 
and the young wn Prince responded 
to each other with warmth and dignity. 

Under Mrs. Vining’s tute the Crown 
Prince grew not only in his linguistic skill 
but in his self-reliance and breadth of 
vision. In the difficult stresses which face 
the Far East and the world today, it is 
fortunate that the heir to, the throne of 
Japan has had four years of guidance by 
the remarkable Mrs. Vining.

The elements 
which can be brought together 
to form a majority are divided 
by extreme views: they can come 
together only if the issues are

This is the peculiar American 
political phenomenon which Mr.

System Not Automatic. 


Inevitably, naturally, he is like 
Eisenhower, the moderate candi- 
date. If he were not, he would 
not be the strongest candidate. 
For he would not be able to unite 
the largest majority of Demo- 
cratic voters. The positions of 
Harriman and Russell are much 
sharper, much more extreme than 
Stevenson’s on the controversial 
issues within the party. But Har- 
riman and Russell, and Kefauver 
for different reasons, divide the 
Democrats. Moreover, the kind of 
campaign which Harriman is com- 
mitted to would surely divide and 
embitter the country. 

Although the normal and tra- 
ditional power of the American 


party system is working in this 
way towards the formation of a 
moderate majority, the system is, 
of course, not automatic. A cam- 
paign in which the choice was 
Eisenhower or Stevenson would 
be a triumphant vindication of 
the American system. It could 
become a struggle, as impressive 


principles to which men dedicate 
themselves are of no importance 
in our system, when we say that 
the measure of the health and 
durability of that system is that 
neither party, as a national party, 
can become the vehicle of a clear 
and consistent creed. The na- 
tional parties are the vehicles 
only of the principles of national 
unity. That is their function. 
At times it may sound funny to 
say so, but that is their glory. 


Ike and Stevenson? 


The American party system, 
which no one could have invented, 
is with all its vulgarities a unique 
and extraordinary creation of the 
American people. Without the 
compelling pressure the party 
system exerts to form majorities, 
it is hard to imagine how a free 


evoke the generous passions of 
the peopfe and then to bring 
about for them and for mankind, 
which is watching, a renewal of 
faith and hope. 


Too Good to Be True? 


Considering the state of the 
world, it seems almost too good 
to be true that here, where is 
the power that is faithful for all 
mankind, the most open of open 
elections could show that there 
is a great unfrightened majority 
wanting only to be reasonable 
and decent. Quite plainly there 
are factions in both parties whose 
every interest it is to frustrate 
this majority, and to Seize the 
control of the party and to trust 
to the adventure of a violent 
campaign to justify themselves 
later. 

There is, however, a reasonable 
prospect that because at least 
one of the two parties will re- 
spect this moderate majority, both 
parties may do it. The availability 
of Stevenson for the Democrats 
has made it almost impossible to 
argue seriously that Eisenhower 
is not a stronger candidate than 
Taft. The prospect of Eisen- 
hower’s nomination makes it al- 
most impossible to argue that the 
Democrats can take a chance with 
a candidate who does not rally 
and unite, but embitters and di- 
vides, the many elements neces- 
sary to form a victorious majority. 
It is no doubt true that this 
argument will not matter if the 
control of the convention is 
seized by men who do not intend 
to listen to this argument. But 
as of Wednesday noon, when this 
is written, such a seizure of power 
before the eyes” of the whole 
country has become, if not im- 
probable, then so obviously un- 
profitable that to risk it would be 
political suicide. 


COMMONS ALLOTS 


QUEEN ELIZABETH . 


$1,330,000 A YEAR

LONDON, July 10—Conserva- 
tives and Laborites joined hands 


in the House of Commons late 
last night to defeat a move to cut 
in half the proposed annual par- 
liamentary allotment of 475,000 
pounds ($1,330,000) to Queen 
Elizabeth II and her household. 

A demand by four Labor mem- 
bers of Parliament that the 
Queen’s allowance be reduced to 
£250,000 ($700,000) was rejected 
by a vote of 344 to 25. 

At the same time another large 
combined majority defeated by 
313 to 56 an attempt to reduce 
the proposed separate grant to 
the Queen’s husband, the Duke of 
Edinburgh, from £40,000 ($112,- 
000) to £10,000 ($28,000). 

The Conservatives defeated a 
Laborite proposal to subject the 
Queen’s income to parliamentary 
inspection every 10 years, instead 
of granting her a fixed annual 
sum for life. Under the new 
budget the Queen will get $182,- 
000 a year more than the late 
King George VI.

Schools Approve 


NEW YORK, July 10 (UP)— 
The presidents of Brown, Colum- 
bia, Cornell, Darthmouth, Har- 
vard, Pennsylvania, Princeton and 
Yale announced yesterday that 
their institutions have approved 
an “Ivy Group agreement” re- 


vising and strengthening their 
intercollegiate football policies. 

The new agreement became ef- 
fective July 1. The terms, whieh 
affirm and revise an original 
agreement adopted in 1945, also 
closely parallel the recommenda- 
tions made last January by the 
college presidents’ committee ap- 
pointed by the American Council 
on Education to plan ways to de- 
emphasize United States college 
sports, 

The agreement reaffirms the 
group's action of last February 
which included the abolition of 
spring football practice, football 
clinics and post season games. 

Besides prohibiting post-season

Marketing Is Year-’Round 
Chore, Even After 3- 
Day Holiday — Some 
Vegetable Prices Begin 
Moderating.

HANCES ‘are that your inter- 
Cx in marketing is at a low 

ebb right now, since last 
week’s three-day holiday meant 
extra shopping and cooking for 
most homemakers. But we have 
no choice. When you get.a little 
bored with housecleaning you can 
cheat for a few days and just dust 
the tops of the tables; you even 
can skip a washday now and then; 


but marketing and menu-making | 


go on regardless of holidays and 
hot weather. So let’s be about it. 

Not as many little pigs went 
to market within the last few 
weeks, with the result that pork 
prices have been working upward 
and reaching ceilings on many 
cuts. Pork butts offer an eco- 
nomical possibility, however. You 
might buy a whole butt, weighing 
from five to seven pounds, cut 
off about six slices from the front 
end to be barbecued, fried or 
breaded, then roast the remaining 
piece. Since it is boneless, it will 
slice easily. 

Poultry and luncheon meats of 
all kinds are worth consideration; 
if you crave beef, you will find 
your better buys in the cuts from 
the forequarter. Veal is a little 
more abundant and genuine spring 
lambs are about at their peak as 
far .as quality is concerned, but 
unless you select the less-choice 
cuts don’t expect budget buys. 

Because they are easy to cook 
and fit into the pattern of in- 
formal summer living, kabobs 
have become immensely popular. 
For this purpose cut lamb shoul- 
der into one-inch cubes, marinate 
in French dressing to which you 
have added half a garlic clove, 
then alternate on skewers with 
bacon strips and mushroom caps. 
About 15 minutes under the 
broiler will fix them up.

Cooked 
baby beets, chunks of cucumber,

While most vegetables were 
excessively high priced last week, 
some items are beginning to mod- 
erate.

Cauliflower is of out- 
standing quality, and homegrown 
white and acorn squash are fairly 
priced. Eggplant skyrocketed re- 
cently; is now coming back to 
earths If you have a yen for 
okra you can find it without much 
trouble. 

There is an old adage that it 
takes moonlight to ripen toma- 
toes. If you want to test the 
theory, now is the time to keep 
one eye on the moon, the other 
on the tomato supply. Be that 
as it may, it looks as if the 
homegrown crop is coming to 
town and you can look for in- 
creased supplies and lowered 
prices. Considering what they have 
been costing that is good news 
indeed.

S PEAKING of kabobs, you also 


desserts, the fruit stands are 

filled with delicacies. These 
are not inexpensive, but they are 
of fine quality. Tilton and Royal 
apricots (considered by many as 
the finest varieties), nectarines, 
Bing and Lambert cherries, Santa 
Rosa plums, Thompson seedless 
grapes—the list is palate-teasing 
to the gourmet.

Peaches seem to be running 
small in size so far this year, 
whether they come from nearby, 
from Arkansas, South Carolina or 
Georgia. The early Elbertas from 
California, which started last 
week, were the largest to appear 
so far. However, the quality is 
good and the crop is expected to 
add up to about 15 million 
bushels from the South during 
July, plus a million and a half 
from California, with a Midwest 
crop of another six million 
bushels ready in August. 

Cantaloupes are one of the best 
buys you will find in the fruit 
stands. Incidentally, this might 
be a good time to pass along a tip 
on chilling cantaloupes without 
spreading the flavor through the 
refrigerator. Wash each one, 
wrap closely with waxed paper 
and place in hea og? bags 
with the ends tightly twisted. 
Film or plastic bags may be used 
if you twist the ends and then 
fasten with rubber bands. If you 
are having a crowd and can’t find 
refrigerator space, chill in a tub 
of chipped ice covered with sev- 
eral thicknesses of newspapers, 
It is better if you can chill them 
overnight. But please, whatever 

ou do, don’t fill the cavities of 
“salved cantaloupes with ice. You

There is no dessert as satisfy- 
ing during these months as the 
cool-looking sherbet served in a 


moisture pearling the sides. 

The sherbet or water ice is of 
oriental origin and was a mixture 
of chopped ice and sweetened 
fruit juice. With the advent of 
ice cream freezers and electric 
refrigerators the character of the 
sherbet has changed to include 
milk and beaten egg whites. If 
you have a blender you might like 
to try this quick water ice which 
is made with a can of frozen 
orange juice, one-half cup pineap- 
ple juice, a little lemon juice, one 
banana, peeled and cut in chunks 
and two and one-half cups crushed 
ice. All ingredients are placed in 
blender and allowed to mix for 
about one minute or until frosty. 
This quick ice may be turned out 
into a freezing tray if a firm 
water ice is desired. Otherwise it 
shapld be served immediately. 
Since oranges, lemons and 
limes are a good source of Vita- 
min C it is a good idea to use 
these juices as a basis for hot 
weather sherbet. These vitamins 
are not stored in the body and 
must be replenished. daily. Here 
are some recipes for citrus 
sherbets: 

Pacific Freeze. 
Two-thirds cup fresh orange 
juice. 

One-fourth cup fresh lemon 
juice. 

One-fourth cup pineapple juice. 
One teaspoon grated orange 
peel. 

One cup sugar. 

One cup whipping cream. 
Combine fruit juices, peel and 
sugar. Whip cream until stiff; fold 
juices into whipped cream. Pour 
into ice tray and freeze; stir once 
when half frozen. Makes approxi- 
mately six servings. 

‘Crunchy Lemon Squares. 
One-half cup shortening. 
One-half cup confectioner’s su- 

gar. 

Two egg yolks. 

One cup flour. 

Two teaspoons grated lemon 
peel. 

Cream shortening. Gradually 
add sugar and blend until light. 
Add egg yolks. Mix in flour and 
grated peel. Spread evenly in bot- 
tom of ungreased 13x9 inch pan.

HONG KONG, July 10 (AP)— 
An ofder from Peiping says 5 
per cent of Red China’s total 
population is going to be jaken 
into the nation’s huge armed 
forces—mainly in the militia. 

This 5 per cent order is con- 
sidered to be more a Red target 
for propaganda use than actual 
hope, because the Communists al- 
ready have far more militia than 
they have arms and equipment 
for.

AFTER GARDEN CROPS MATURE

EFFINGHAM, Ill—Home gar- 
deners in this community have 
been warned on the use of DDT 
and other insecticides on crops 
after edible fruit or leaves have 
formed. In the Miinois Natural 
History Survey, an article by J. 
M. Wright warns that DDT, an 
effective spray for controlling 
insects, should not be used after 
the edible fruit or leaves have 
formed. 

However, Wright said rotenone, 
another insecticide for general 
purposes, can be used with little 
danger of poisonous residue. 
Parathion, the writer declares, 
although harmful to many garden 
insects, should not be used in a 
home garden, because of the 
danger to the person who handles 
it or applies it. For more de- 
tailed information concerning in- 
secticides for insects in the gar- 
den, it is well to write to the 
Illinois College of Agriculture, 
or to consult with the county 
farm adviser for a copy of cir- 
cular 672, “Dust and Sprays for 
Vegetable Insects.”

Boundaries of the new First, Second and Third Congressional Districts, into which St. Louis 
and St. Louis county have been divided. The First District, heavily Democratic, takes in most 
of the old Thirteenth Congressional District in the city, plus St. Ferdinand, Aitport, Midland, 
Normandy and Washington Townships in St. Louis county. The Republican Second District takes 
in the rest of the county and parts of seven wards in South St. Louis. The Third District, ex- 
pected to be about evenly divided politically, generally includes the area which comprised the old 
Eleventh District. Validity of the disputed congressional redistricting act was upheld Tuesday 
by the Missouri Supreme Court. The map does not show extreme north, south and west portions 
of the county. The boundary between the First and Second Districts in the extreme western 
section of the county is roughly a westward extension of the line shown.

Deportations Took Place in Two Separate 
Actions — Nazi Files Used 
in Survey.

BONN, July. 10--Some 300,000 
persons have been deported from 
the Baltic countries of Estonia, 
Latvia and Lithuania in two dif- 


ferent actions by Soviet authori- 
ties, estimates recently announced 
here indicate. 


Figures for the first of these 
actions—which occurred in June 
1941 — are precise. A total of 
about 64,000 persons was in- 
volved. 


Only about six weeks after the 
deportations occurred the Baltic 
countries were occupied by the 
Nazis. In the methodical fashion 
of the Germans, a registration of 
the local populace was ordered. 

The Nazi files now have been 
made available to Baltic refugee 
organizations in Germany. 


They show that 10,157 persons, 
including almost 3200 children 
and youths, were ordered out of 
Estonia in a single night. For 
Latvia the figure was 15,600, and 
for Lithuania more than 38,000. 

Records captured by the Ger- 


mans also disclosed that the wide- 
spread deportation action had 
been planned carefully before- 
hand over a period of more than 
five months. 

Soviet control of the Baltic 
states was established in June 
1940 by treaties of “mutual as- 
sistance” which the Kremlin 
forced on the hapless countries 
after splitting up Poland with the 
Germans. 


The deportees included leading 
members of all anti-Soviet politi- 
cal parties, from Trotskyist Com- 
munists on the left to extreme 
nationalists on the right but the 
list by no means ended there. 

It included police officials, 
property owners and anyone with 
discernible foreign connections, 
even to stamp colleetors and ama- 
teur students of Esperanto, the

é ON’T ever make a date with a 14-year-old!” This 
[) warning was given us by the mother of a 14-year-old 
girl, and we pass it on to you, in case there happens to 

be a 14-year-old in your life. 

The exception to this would be that it is probably fairly 
safe for 14-year-olds themselves to make dates with other 14- 
year-olds, since both are apt to be at least half an hour late. 
So actually both might turn up at about the same time. 

* 

WHY IS IT DANGEROUS to your schedule and/or sanity 
to try and make an engagement with a child of this age? Sim- 
ply because Fourteen has so many plans for any given 24 hours - 
that only by a miracle could he fit them all in. His; or her, 
sbcial schedule for any vacation day would, if reasonably 
timed, take at least two full days. | 

Thus she comes steaming home from a morning bicycle 
ride, an hour late for the luncheon company whom she had 
largely invited over. This puts her off so she is then late for 
her afternoon movie date; and by the time she has answered 
the phone and explained things to her friends who are waiting 
downtown for her, she is even further off schedule. 


And by bedtime she is still further behind. 

We say of some young children who cannot eat all the 
food they have piled onto their plates, “His eyes are bigger 
than his stomach.” Similarly the 14-year-old’s ideas of how 
much pleasurable activity can be crammed into any one day, 
or week, or summer vacation, are usually bigger than the 
period of time allotted will allow. 


WE WOULD SUGGEST, THEREFORE, not only not mak- 
ing dates with fourteens but also not getting emotionally in- 
volved in their complicated affairs. You thus have a choice of 
staying out of things completely and letting the broken ap- 
pointments fall where they will, or of stepping in and reg- 
ulating things with a slightly heavy hand. Point out the im- 
possibility of the wildest plans and whittle schedules down to 
size, 

But don’t face inevitable failure and frustration by allow- 
ing them to make impossible plans and then trying yourself to’ 
make all these plans work, and all the ends meet. Don’t wear 
yourself out trying to see that they get to, and back from, 
each of a dozen places on time and that nobody is kept waiting 
or just entirely “stood up.” 

Fourteens need and should get, if things are going to go 
smoothly, a lot of help in planning their time. But give your 
help in advance.

The only hope lies in bringing 
back good pudding, and believe 
it or not, it’s just as easy to make 
a good one as a bad one.

as apple pan dowdy. Some awful 
things have been done in the 
name of this dessert, up to and 
including a popular song. But 
it’s wonderful when properly 
made, like this: 

Slice enough tart apples to 
make two quarts. Then mix to- 
gether a cup of brown sugar, half 
a cup of corn syrup, half a tea- 
spoon of allspice, a tablespoon of 
cinnamon and a teaspoon of nut- 
meg. Pour this mixture over the 
sliced apples and mix everything 
up good. 

Now take an ordinary oblong 
baking pan, butter it, and line it 
with buttered bread slices. Now 
put a layer of. the sweetened 
apples even in rows on the bread 
slices and dot it with butter. 
Cover this with more buttered 
bread slices and then bake the 
works in a moderate oven for 45 
to 50 minutes. Serve it hot, and 
the best thing you can put on top 
of it is plain cream.

An old favor- 
ite is date and pecan pudding, 
which has many variations, none 
of which can beat the following: 

First, combine a cup of chopped 
dates with a teaspoon of soda, 
half a teaspoon of salt and a cup 
of boiling water. Set it aside to 
cool, 

Meanwhile, mix together one 
well-beaten egg and a cup of 
brown sugar. Add to this a table- 
spoon of melted butter and half 
a cup of chopped pecans. Mix 
them well. 


Now, sift together two cups of 


all-purpose flour and two tea- 
spoons of baking powder, and 
mix it with the sugar and egg 
mixture. Now combine this with 
the date mixture. Add a tea- 
spoon of genuine vanilla extract 
and mix it all well. Now pour it, 


into a greased 8 by 12 pan and 
bake it in a 375-degree oven for 
about 40 minutes. Serve it with 
a caramel sauce and you'll know 
what — can be.

Let 
it simmer about 10 minutes, stir- 
ring constantly. Keep it warm 
over hot, but not boiling, water. 
This recipe makes about a cupful 
of sauce, so you can increase 
it to suit your needs.

AVARIAN CREAM is another 
B iavorite, and here is a recipe 

for the pudding with apricot 
flavor which is tops. 

Soften a tablespoon and a half 
of gelatine in cold water in the 
upper part of a double boiler 
for five minutes. When it’s soft, 
put it over boiling water to dis- 
solve and then take it off the 
heat. 

Add to it one and a third cups 
of sweetened condensed milk, two 
tablespoons of lemon juice, the 
grated rind of one lemon and a 
cup of cooked apricot pulp. Mix 
it all well. 

Place it in a pan of ice water 
until the mixture begins to 
thicken. Stir occasionally. Fold 
in a cup of heavy whipped cream, 
put it in a mold and put it in 
the ice box.

The Months of “July” and 
“August” 
66 FY ULY” and “August” com- 
J memorate not only the fact 
that‘ the nomenclature of 
the months is part of our heritage 
from ancient Rome. Their history 
is a reminder that the calendar 
as we know it, which we take for 
granted as something that is, and 
therefore presumably always was, 
like the rising and setting of the 
sun, is in fact the end-product of 
more than one alteration, wherein 
lies an interesting story available 
to anyone with a good encyclo- 
paedia.

In the old 
calendar it was “Quintilis,” mean- 
ing five, for before the reform it 
actually was the fifth month of 
the year, which began in March. 
And to digress for a moment, 
there is interest in this month’s 
old Saxon name, “Maedmonath’— 
the month when meadows bloomed 
in the north! 

In Rome, when the year was 
made to begin with January— 
shortly after the Roman winter 
solstice—and the month “Qypin- 
tilis” was renamed “Julius,” the 
way was left open for other 
changes.

Rockefeller’s parents, vacation- 
ing in Tucson, Ariz., couldn’t at- 
tend the wedding but they said 
they were happy about it. Bobo’s 
mother, married for the second 
time and living on an Indiana 
farm couldn’t attend the wedding 
either because she was busy mak- 
ing a batch of Lithuanian pot 
cheese, but announced that she, 
too, was very happy.

T would be nice to end the 

story of the millionaire and the 

coal miner’s daughter with a last 
line—and they lived happily ever 
after. But they didn’t. Soon 
hints began to creep into the gos- 
sip columns that all was not well 
with the Rockefellers. Bobo de- 
parted for Europe and Winthrop 
followed, supposedly to patch up 
whatever differences had arisen. 
Friends hoped that the birth of 
their,son, Winthrop Paul Rocke- 
feller, born prematurely on Sept. 
17, 1948, would bridge the widen- 
ing rift, but rumors of a hope- 
less breach persisted. 

Then in October of 1949, the 
Rockefellers separated. Bobo, in 
the tradition of the Rockefellers 
which imposes reticence on mem- 
bers of its clan, refused to air the 
causes of her differences with her 
multi-millionaire spouse. Her only 
statement was: “From now on I 
intend to devote my entire life 
to my baby.” 

Rockefeller said nothing but 
his lawyer announced that “Mr. 
and Mrs. Rockefeller have parted 
on friendly terms of mutual re- 
gard, but with seeming inability 
to reconcile their differences of 
interests and temperaments.”

Stucco Maintenance. 

TUCCO, like everything else 
Si: this world, sooner or later 

becomes dirty and then the 
question is whether it’s easier to 
clean off the dirt or just cover 
it over. Our local spies tell us 
that cleaning stucco is the more 
difficult and time consuming, but 
it is also the less expensive of 
the two. 

The best way to clean stucco is 
to go over it first with a stiff 
fiber brush to remove all the 
loose dirt. Next dampen the sur- 
face and apply a 10 per cent 
solution of muriatic acid. This 
is made by adding one part acid 
to 10 parts water. 

After you've covered a section 
of the wall with the acid, scrub 
it with your fiber brush and then 
rinse with several applications of 
fresh water. Needless to say when 
you work with the, acid wear 
rubber gloves, goggles and keep 
covered. 

If you decide fo paint, things

served his apprenticeship in the 
field, he moved on to a Standard 
Oil refinery in Bayonne, N.J., 
where he lived in a $4.50-a-week 
room at the Y.M.C.A. He studied 
banking as a $100 a month clerk 
and in January, 1941, enlisted as 
a private in the Army. 

Six feet, three inches tall, Rock- 
efeller showed up at his induc- 
tion center in a Brooks Brothers 
best. The Army issued him a 
shirt with sleeves that hit him 
halfway between the wrists and 
the elbows and a pair of pants 
that exposed at least six inches of 
shin. But Rockefeller took it all 
in stride. His first Army break- 
fast prompted him to say: “It 
was good, but I’ll be damned if I 
know what I ate.” The Army in- 
formed him that it was creamed 
chipped beef on toast. Said Rock- 
efeller: “I don’t know why we 
never had that at home.” 

Wounded in an air attack off 
Okinawa while with the Seventy- 
Seventh Division, Rockefeller 
spent: five years in the Army and 
emerged a lieutenant colonel, 
having participated in the inva- 
sions of Guam, Leyte and 
Okinawa. 
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Bobo, still legally wed to one 
of the richest men in the world, 
recently described her life on the 
Indiana farm where she and her 
son live with her mother and 
stepfather: “I prepare lunch and 
dinner and make the beds.

Asked about the $128,000

It is also 
certain that Winthrop, who has 
just inherited another $2,000,000 
from his grandfather’s trust fund, 
will be able to afford all he 
wants of the creamed chipped 
beef he enjoyed so much in the 
Army.

N the Culbertson System, hands 

with point-counts of 14 or more 

(high-card and distributional 
points) must be opened in any 
position. Thus, a player should

Do not let anyone sell-you on 

the idea that this hand is too 
weak for an opening one-heart 
bid! True, it contains only 11 
points in high cards, but a point 
should be added for the fifth 
trump, and 2 points for the 
fourth and fifth cards in the side 
suit, diamonds. The total is thus 
14 points, and the hand should 
certainly be opened. 


With 13 points, a hand usually 
contains a sound opening suit- 
bid; and even with 12 points it 
is proper to open the bidding if 
you have a good rebid—a rebid- 
dable suit or a second suit to 
show. 

In all cases, however, the hand 
must contain at least two defene 
sive tricks. 

The Right Play—But Too Late. 
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West, the dealer, tried to take 
advantage of his own non-vulner- 
ability by opening with three 
diamonds, but South, holding 
“the deck,” was not to be flim- 
flammed—he reached a six-heart 
contract. 

West led the diamond king. 
South drew trumps, stripped 
dummy’s remaining diamonds, 
cashed the clubs, and then led 
ace and a low spade, hoping to 
catch West off-guard if he had 
started with a doubleton spade 
king or queen. But West had 
been alerted by the sequence of 
plays—he unblocked his spade 
queen on declarer’s ace, and that 
squelched South’s chances. 

From the start South could see 
he would have to use the maneu- 
ver in spades which he eventually 
did use, so he should have 
camouflaged his intentions. Be- 
fore stripping out the hand, he 
should have cashed the spade ace 
as though he intended to finesse 
on the second round for the 
queen. Had he done this, it is 
extremely doubtful that West 
would have ditched that spare 
queen!
